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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In an August 10, 2006 Office Action, the Examiner required restriction to one of the 
following groups: 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a method for preventing the incidence of diabetes 
mellitus in a subject with chronic heart failure comprising administering a 
therapeutically effective amount of an ACE inhibitor, classified in class 514, 
subclass 408. 



II. Claims 8-15 are, drawn to a method for preventing the incidence of 
diabetes mellitus in a subject with chronic heart failure that is being treated with a 
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beta-blocker comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of an 
ACE inhibitor, classified in class 514, subclass 423. 

III. Claims 16-22 are, drawn to a method for preventing the incident of 
diabetes mellitus in a subject with chronic heart failure comprising administering 
a therapeutically effective amount of an angiotensin II receptor antagonist, 
classified in class 514, subclass 406. 

Applicants hereby elect with traverse Group I, Claims 1-7, drawn to a method for 
preventing the incidence of diabetes mellitus in a subject with chronic heart failure comprising 
administering a therapeutically effective amount of an ACE inhibitor, classified in class 514, 
subclass 408 for prosecution in this application. Applicants submit that a search of the method 
of Group I would uncover the methods of Group II and Group III. Applicants respectfully 
request the right to file a divisional application directed to the unelected claims.
